Trut> Account of the Death of £. H. Pojii- 

ter. 

£lrf. r>"lhfin: I have refrained from giv- 
ing nny Uet,«iled accuuut of the loss of uiv 
l^artnei' the late EHwin H. Poynter until t 

was in possession of all the factsconnected 
with it. Ininietliately upon receivin*^ the 
telegram of Wright Bros. Vieksburg, Miss., 
notifying me of his loss I started for the 
scene of the <1isaster to fully s.itisfy myself 
o: his fate and to recover liis body if poss- 
ible. Upon reac'iing Vicksburg* I found 
]Mr. H. 0. Poynter brother of the deceased 
on the spot, upon the same sorrowful mis- 
sion as mvselt. In connection with Mr. 
Dan Searfes and Mr. Allen we at once 
cliartered a small steaui tug boat and they 
in comj^any with H. C. Poynter went to 
the scene of the wreck and' soon learned 
there had been seven dead bodies found 
and coroner's in<iuest held over ttiem and 
&U buried upon the banks of liie river. 
Upon close investigation of a!l the facts 
Mr. Allen was the only one of the party 
who thought he had found traces of the 
remains of bis lost fiii-nd and it turned 
out afterwards to be the body of his miss- 
ing sister. Mr. H. C. Poynter returned 
and reported the result of his search 
and said, there was onlv one body that 
' coulci have possibly been that of his brother 
and that was a large fleshy man identified 
on the coronei's iii<]Uest as beiui: the sec- 
ond engineer, but tliat every fact con- 
nected with the description of the b<^dy 
was srt diflerent from his brother lie could 
give no reasonable demand at that time to 
nave it disenterred and examined. He 
also stated the additional fact, that on this 
body had been discovered a lieavy gold 
ring bearing this inscription on the inside 
of it: "Bo (jood, (iod bless thee" and the 
ring was taken oil and in possession of the 
coroner. We both remembereil his brother 
wore a heavy gold ring on one of his little 
fingers and were agreed that it was more 
than piobable the body would prove to be 
his. 

AVe noticed in the Vicksburg papers 
that no bodies would be removed to New 
Orleans till cold weather, and being fully 
satistitMl that this ))0(1y woidd not be mo- 
lested for a few days, we determined to re- 
turn home at once and place ourselves in 
j»ossossion of the facts connected with tlie 
ring, and all otlier facts that would in any 
way have any bearing on the case. Hav- 
ing reached Maysville on the following 
Sunday, I learned the whole truth about 
the ring and inscription in it and gathered 
together everything that could lead to the 
recognition of the body and desjiatcbed a 
messenger with letters containing inform. - 
tion, and H. 0. Poynter started Monday 
for \'icksburg. On arriving in that city, 
in company with Mr. Ohas. Wright, i»e 
started in a large skiff with undertakers 
and nietalic case for the spot where the 
body in question was lunied. ProctSring 
the coroner, who still had the ring in po- 
session, they speedily c)pened the grave 
and in a few moments tin* body was tnliy 
identified; to the satisfaction of ali parlies 
present, and the coroner turned tiie ring 
over to Mr. I'oynter. 

The body w as then prepared, sealed up in 
the case and they took up their journey 
for home. On going down the river to 
meet the steamer Kd. Richardson fur 
Vicksburg It was learned that Mr. West* 
maker a brother of the engineer had come 
up from New Orleans and identified the 
body at Hard Times as being that of 
the missing second engineer and the 
wife of the lost man telegrai)hed 
from New Orleans, that tlie nn^ on 
her husband had no inscription In it 
80 that the facts at once conspired 
to prove, L>evond all human question, the 
body of Mr.'Edwiii H.'Pbytlter hadlieen 
found, and would soon find its last resting 
place near the scene of his and birth 

' early boyhctod^md on a beautifab tpot in 
the cemetery at Lexington, where soon 
will bf laid tne remains of bis aged farther,

tomJt^ ,T{|Mi|>reciie manner in which the 
deceased lost his life is only a matter of

of any descripthjii to Bf discerned, 
the gaiments oifthe bodv when fouiid did 
barefo<5ted, it is probababl^he awakened 
in tiuie to rush fi..ni the flames that hem- 
med him in on all sides and jumped in the 
river on the up stream side of the boat, 
(as the state-room was on that side) ana 
was sucked under the boat by the strong 
current before he ever came to tlie surface. 
In the perilous moments he had to reflect 
upon his chances of life, w hat tongue can 
tell ttie^goniea of that lieart. Thoughts 
of ^€kf TJUfei^if Keilttfclfy imiM HaTe 

crowded thick and fast upon his mind as 
he plunged in the great depths beneath, 
only to grasp the eniorace of death in the 
bosom of the great Father of Waters. AlasI 
how much sooner than we think is the 
great problem of life solved for us. Often 
when hopes of the future are brightest 
and happy anticipations of earthly bliss 
till tlie soul with joy, the fell destroyer 
lays all things waste and shipwrecks the 
.soul m tlie ocean of time. While 
the world will move on and our 
griefs he hushed in the busy hum 
of industry, the loss of such good and ac- 
tive men. as the late Edward H. Poynter, 
must leave a great void in the business of 
life that can never be filled. In an hon- 
orable and industrious career of business 
lite, running through nearly a quarter of a 
century of labor and usefulness, no one 
has left a better name for all those noble 
and manly oualities that con^bine to make 
the true and ffucces.sful man in this great 
battle of linman life. In the prime of life 
and full health and hope, he is sudly strick- 
en down. 

" .Such is the fate of our life's early prom- 
ise, so passing the spring tideofjovwe 
have seen. "Thev who have done their 
part well in this life and are taken away 
at its sunny side of hope and happiness 
lie down to pleasant dreams in a grander 
state than lite herecan ever bring us. Mr. 
Poyntei' was never hnppit^r or more hope- 
ful of accomplishing the great object ol ids 
life's work, than when he started on his 
recent trip South. Truly, all this has van- 
ished as a vapor and he is cut down. But, 
thanks be to God, there is something 
greater than the mere hopes of this life. 
He had so lived that he was prepared for 
the summons when it came, and having 
been once lifted from a dead level to a liv- 
ing perpendicular by the hand of the Mas- 
ter on earth, he is welcomed home by the 
Grand Master in that temple not made 
with bauds, eternal in the heavens.
